ONLY FOURTEEN SENATORS PRESENT 
The Most Dismal Scasion of Congress Ever 
nessed

wasaixoron, October 12,—[Special.]—The 
pumber of senators present at the session to- 
day dwindled to fourteen, but more members 
ghowed upinthe house than for two weeks 
t, Many of them, however, were from 
Maryland and New York, and only returned 
for the day in hopes of getting some private 
bill throngh. Both bodies adjourned over 
unti! Monday, and by that day it is expected 
that the attendance in both houses will have 
dwindied down considerably. It was a com- 
mon observation at the capitol today that the 
building has never presented so dull an aspect 
during a session of congress. The qnestion of 
adjournment was uppermost in all minds. 
Every oue seems willing and anxious to ad- 
journ, but the leading democrats in the house 
will not introduce the resolution, nor will they 
accept one from the republican side until the 
atalysis now being made by oxperts of the 
senate tariff bill is completed, and an exposi- 
tion of it is given tothe country. It must be 
printed inthe Record, in order that it may be 
scattered broadcast over the country under 
the frank of democratic members. The anal- 
ysis will be completed in a few days, and 
many members hope the fpresent farcical ses- 
sions will come toan end by a sine die ad- 
journment about next Saturday or the early 
part of noxt week. In fact this is the almost 
unanimous opinion, but one crank in the house, 
and there are some here, can prevent the ma- 
teralization of this plan. Mr, Oates, of Ala- 
bama, whosaid a day or two ago, that no ad- 
journment resolution should pass the house 
without first going to a democratic caucus, lias 
reconsidered his statement, andismow in fa- 
vor of adjourning next week. 
THE NEW YORK SITUATION. 

Members and liticians over from New 
York today report the situation there is in 
an exceedingly complex state. The nomina- 
tion of Erhardt by the republicans for mayor 
makes fqur candidates now in the field. The 
nomination was to have been given him 
merely as an empty henor, with no notion of 
his being elected, but with the hope of draw- 
ing off votes from Mayor Hewitt. The labor 
party have put up a candidate in one James J. 
Googan, an east side merchant, an Lrishman 
anda Catholic. This discounts all the effect 
of Tammany’s nomination of Grant, so far as 
the unattached masses are concerned. If 
Grant should withdraw in Coogan’s favor, 
or Coogan, which is far more 
likely, should get ont of the way for Grant, 
and Erhardt could hold the rank and file of 
the republican party, there might be some 
éhance of beating Hewitt. This is the chief 
aim andobject of most of the active politicians 
in New York today, They hate Hewitt. and 
it would not make much difference to most of 
them who got the mayor's chair, provided it 
were nothe. Thereis no chance, whatever, 
of making him resign in anybody's favor. 
Many claim that the republican plan is to 
trale votes for mayor wit either 
the Grant men or the Hewitt 
meu for votes for the republican national 
ficket, but New York members place no cre- 
dence in this talk. They say emphatically 
that the entire democratic vote will, in New 
York, be cast for Cleveland, and that both the 
county democracy and Tammany hall will 
throw all their strength to him. notwithstand- 
ing the wraugle over the mayorality, and that 
ne is certain to carry the state. 


THE SENATE SUBSTITUTE. 


The item of Coal Discussed—Adjourned Till 
Monday, 

WASHINGTON, October 12.— After the tran- 
gaction of some routine business, of no public 
interest, the senate resumed consideration of 
the tariff bill, and Mr. Chace continued his 
speech which he had begun yesterday, and 
wiiich was chiefly directed to areview of the 
merits and demerits of the two parties in re- 
gard to the postal service. 

At the close of Mr. Chace’s remarks, Mfr. 
Allison, with an assumption of gravity, moved 
that the tariff billbe now taken up, and 
feigned surprise on being informed by the pre- 
siding vutticer that that bill was before the 
senate. 

Mr. Dolph said that there was some anxiety 
felt on the north Pacific coast in regard to the 
provision of the senate bill as to the tariff on 
coal,and he asked Mr. Allison if the senate 
bill put coal on the free listin any form. 

Mr. Allison said in reply, that he had had 
several inquiries in the same direction, Coal 
siack, or the culm of coal was put on the 
free list; but that was one of the mistakes in 
the bill and should have been corrected before 
the bill was reported. It was the intention of 
the finance committee (at leastof the major- 
ity) that coal, slack, or culm, should pay a 
duty as now, or perhaps an increased duty. 

Mr. Dolph— Will the senator :tate what that 
arlicle is. 

Mr. Allison—It is refuse coal which passes 
throngh a half-inch screen according to treas- 
ury regulations. Butit is difticult to distin- 
guish coal and coal slack. So that the com- 
mittee proposes to put all coal upon the duti- 
able list, at the rato now provided by law, 75 
cents per ton. That is one of the amenaments 
which the committee will propose at the prop- 
er time. . 

Mr. Call reviewed Mr. Platt’s argument 
of yesterday as to the sectional conspiracy 
against labor. 

The attempt to connect financial questions 
and economic questions with old difticulties 
that existed between the people of the United 
States was, he said, equally unworthy of the 
senator and of a reasoning mind outside of the 
senate. It could not address itself to the judg- 
ment'and intelligent thought of any class of 
people. How, he asked, should taxes be re- 
duced’ The democratic party had formulated 
and placed before the country a proposition to 
the effect that the method of reduction should 
be to reduce taxcs-on articles of general con- 
sumption.

The House Passes Another Dull Day—Mr. 
Oates’s Kequest. 

WASHINGTON, October 12.—In his opening 
prayer this morning the chaplain of the house 
feelingly referred to the disasters which haye 
recently occurred on sea and land and invoked 
divine protection and blessing upon those who 
have been bereaved by the loss of relatives and 
friends. 

The already depleted house was still further 
depleted by the granting of half a dozen leaves 
of absence, one of them being to Mr. Cheadle, 
of Indiaua, who expresseda ‘‘desire to visit 
his constituents.”’ 

Mr.-Stone, of Missouri, presented and the 
house adopted the conference report on the 
bill for the payment for Fourth of July claims. 

Mr. Whitthorne, of Tennessee, asked unan- 
imous Consent to setapart December 12th for 
the consideration of the bill to organize a naval 
reserve. ° 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, said that he was 
under the ‘‘painful necessity’’ of objecting, 
but he yielded to the persuasive eloquence of 
Mr. Whitthorne and withdrew his objection, 
which, however, was immediately renewed by 
Mr. EK. B. Taylor, of Ohio. 

On motien of Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, 
joint resolntions were passed for the printing 
of the first and second annual reports of the 
commissioner of Jaborand the annual report 
of the director of the mint. 

Mr. Rice, of Minnesota, called up the report 
of the special committee investigating the 
charges of misconduct on the part of Mr. 
Stahlenecker, of, New York,in connection with 
the new li-brary building. 

The report, which completely exonerates 
Mr. Stahlenecker, was adopted without dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Lanham, of Texas, said that in view of 
the notice given by Mr. Tayior and others that 
no buttress should be transacied, he wonld 
not ask to take up private business, but in lieu 
thereof, he moved that when the house ad- 
journ today it be to meet Mouday next: 

This motion wasagreed to. 

The house went into committe@of the whole 
on the private calendar. ° 

The pending business was the senate bill for 
the incorporation of the Maritime canal com- 
pany of Nicaraugua. 

Mr. Fuller, of Lowa, offered an amendment 
providing that the directors, with the approval 
of a innjority of the stockholders, may adopt 
regulations and by-laws, but no change in. the 
by-laws shall be made, except by a majority 
vote of the stockholders at a special meeting. 

After the discussion had run some time it 
was suspended long enough to enable Mr. 
Hooker, of Mississippi, to present and the 
house to agree to the conference report on the 
bill to retire Alfred Pleasanton with the rank 
of maior. 

The consideratton of the Nicaraugua bill 
having been resumed, the question was on Mr. 
Fuller’s amendment. 

The vote stood 88 to 8, and Messrs. Turner, 
of Kansas, and Lawler, of Illinois, raised the 
point of no quorum. 

The committee thereupon arose. 

Mr. Vates, of Alabama, asked apnsent to 
printin the Record some remarks upon the 
subject of the tariff. It was due tothe house 
to state that what he desired to print was an 
essay by G. W. Stone, chief justice of the su- 
preme court cf Alabama, and was more ofa 
legal than political argument. 

Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, had no objec- 
tion to the request, but he oxpreseed his disap- 
pointment that Mr. Oates had not asked unani- 
mous consent for the passage of. his final ad- 
journment resolution,to which he (Mr. O’ Neill) 
was sure there would be no objection. 

Mr. Farquahar, of New York, however, ob- 
jected to Mr. Oates’s request. If the house 
started to print the essays of outsiders, it might 
as well print the democratic campaign book. 

Several efforts were made to secure an ad- 
journment or recess until evening, but they 
were all rejected. 

For the first time in two weeks roll call 
was ordered, the motion being toadjourn. The 
wotion was defeated—yeas 25, nays 45. 

A subsequent motion to adjourn prevailed, 
and by a vote of yeas 32, mays 41, the house 
adjourned until Monday. 


THIS MARRIAGE WAS A FAILURE 


Because the Widow Relinguished Her Boodle 
for a Worthless Husband. 

WasHinatroen, October 12.—The president 
today vetoed a bill to pension & woman who 
had been a soldier’s widow, and as such drew 
a pension until she remarried, when her pen- 
sion ceased. Her second husband is still alive. 
The president, in returning the bill disap- 
proved, says: 
~ Many cases have oceurred in which pensions have 
been awarded by spce’al dets to the widows of sol- 
diers who, having remarried, were a second. time 
made widows and rendered destitute by the death 
of their second hushands. 

I have not objected tosuch charitable legislation. 
But I think this is the first time that it bas been pro 
posed to grant a pension efter such remarriage when 
tire second husband-still survives. It @-¢ms to me 
that such a precedent ought not to be established. 
if, in pension legisiation, we attempt to determine 
cases of this description, in which the second hus- 
band cannot, or does not, properly: maintain a sol- 
dier’s widow, whom he bas married, we shall open 
the door to muéh confasfon and uncertainty as well 
as unjust discrimiration.

WHY MORTON WANTS TO CARRY R. C. 

The Repubticats Give Up New Jersey—Joha 
C. New's Want of Enthusiasm Over Ina- 
diana—Other Political News of the Dag. 
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Netw Yorn, October 12.—[Speécial.|—The 
democrats have the republicans on the run. 

A sure proof that the republicans are desper- 
ate is the tricks,and in one instance,downright 
forgery, they are resorting to to change the 
tide against them. There is a Harrison and 
Morton dry goodsiclub on Broadwaythat,if com- 
plaints be true, and there is littie doubt about 
it, which daily circulates cards bearing the 
forged opinion, attributed te the London Spec- 
tator, that ‘Grover Clevéland has done more 
to advance the cause of froe trade than any 
plithe minister of England has ever done.” 
The Spéctator has pronounced it bogus,declar- 
ing ‘that no such utterarice ever appeared 
in the paper. In the face of this denial the 
cards aro distributed just’ the same. Instead 
of acampaign of intelle¢t, as Colonel Brice, 
chairman of the demoératic national 
executive committee, once termed it, 
as far as the republicansfare concerned, it has 
degenerated into a campaign of lies. Quay, 
the bess of Pennsylvania, is bringing all of his 
peculiar methods into action. His offer of 
$25,000, as a reward for the discovery of 
frauds in registration, is considered buncambe 
by even the republicans. He did it on the 
principle that it would attract attention fro 
republican schemes. 

COLONIZING VOTERS, 

One of their schemes is to colonize voters in 
counties in this state adjoining Pennsylvania.

This 
action had been determined upon before his 
arrival, and wis, therefore, not the result of 
any conference he had yesterday with Speaker 
Carlisio and officials of the treasury depart- 
ment. Secretary Fairchild will deliver a po- 
litical address in New York tomorrow, and 
it isunderstoed that he came over to Wash- 
ington to conicr with the president and 
Speaker Carlisie and others in regard to that 
matter. ‘The statement that the department

phatically denied at the department. An 
official, who does not want his name men- 
tioned, but whois in position to speak with 
authority, said this afternoon that there had 
been no change whatever in the policy of the 
department in the matter of buying bonds, ex- 
cept as indicated in tlie notice issued yesterday 
that offers of bonds held as security for national 
bank cireulation will mot be accepted 
for the present.

THE CHICAGO STREET CAR STRIKE. 


Several Dynamite Torpedoes Explode Under 
the Cars—Attempt to Ran Regular Sched- 
ules—Mr. Powderly on “Old Hutch.” 


Cuicaao, October 12.—Orders have been is- 
sued for the concentration of 150 policemen at 
Deaplaines street station, and the supposition 
is that an attempt isto be made to get out a lar- 
gernum ber of Westside carsthan have been run 
at any previous time simee the strike was in- 
augurated. The few strikers that gathered 
around the barns this morning declared that 
cars would not be allowed torun. Northside 
cars made their trips this morning without se- 
rious interference. The track obstructions 
were few and the poputace seemed to have be- 
come weary of shouting ‘‘rats” and “‘seabs’’ at 
the new men. Chief Hubbard says that cars 
Will soon be started from the Western avenue 
barns. Two hundred and fifty policemen have 
been distributed along the line en West Madi- 
son street to preserve order. 

A torpedo of some sort was exploded last 
night under the wheels of a Sedgwick street 
car. This was at first supposed to be only the 
ordinary railroad alarm torpedo. Later it was 
stated that they were powerful dynamite 
bombs of small size and again that they were 
perfectly harmless, and that some found, 
which had not exploded, were practical jokes, 
being composed of plaster of paris made*to 
reseinble a track torpedo, This confusion arose 
from the fact thattwo kinds of bombs were 
found on Sedgwick street and others on State. 
The latter were harmless, aud officials at polieés 
headquarters got the two reports mixed. ~~ 

Last evening after the bombs on Sedgewick 
street were found, Captain Shaack sent for an 
expert connected with one of the big p 
houses of Chicago and gave him the packages 
The gentleman took them home and thi 
morning brought them back. 

“It is dynamite,” said he to the captain, 
— there is enough of it to blow up this stg- 
tion.’ . 

One of the packages was taken to the city 
limis this morning, it is said, and exploded. 
It plowed a great hole in the ground, besides 
breaking a large piece of iron placed under it 
to test its force. 

Reesberger, who placed the bombs on the 
track, is said to be one of tle strikers. Aside. 
from the sensat'on caused by the discovery c 6 
the deadly character of these bombs,the day has 
been the quietest one since the strike was in- 
augurated. On thé north side cars were run- 
ning all the day, with o diminished force of 


protective biuecoats, and very little trouble | 


was experienced at anytime. Crowds were 
smaller, and :less demonstrative than hereto- 
fore. On the west side, cars were run steadily 
on the Madison street line after 10 o’clock in 
the morning. Three were run at first, and the 
nuniber was subsequently increased to seven. 
A light, steady rain had the effect of diminish- 
ing the crowds, and cooler heads among the 
strikers circulated among them, counselling 
against violence.

Powderly Makes Some Pointed Remarks 
About Speculation. 


PHILADELPHTA, Pa., October 11.—Géneral 


Master Workman Powgerty lies been . Watch- 
ing with creat interes® inant punteloes ot 
the wheat market by Hutchinson, and the 
consequent rise in the price of fionr and bread- 
stufis. in relation to the watter, Mr. Powderly 
said today: ‘‘Wheatis cornered in Chicago. 
Bread is made dear, and children go supper- 
less to bed because a man named Hutchinson 
has control of the market. Sugar 
is too plenty, and the sugar trust 
has caused this shutting down of re- 
fineries in order to make that article scarce. 

Everything that enters into consumptign at 
the poor man’s table is advancing in price 
while his wages remain at the same low stand- 
ard as before. The man who had only enough 
money to buy a barrel of tlour in Chicago last 
weck cannot pretend to purchase it now be- 
cause he lacks $2, the additional figure to 
which the barrel of flour has advanced, yet 
they say that anarchy is dead in Chicago. It 
still lives and gis gaining fresh vigor with 

Hutchison as an organizer. 

‘From today’s paper I clip this item of 
news: ‘Meanwhile the bears have based their 
speculative operations on the idea that, as 
reported by Government Statistician Dodge, 
there is a 400,000,000 bushel crop of wheat 
against a crop of last year of 456,000,000 bush- 
els.’ “ 

“So our government statistician is the au- 
thority on which the bears base their schemes 
of robbery and plunder. A servant of the 
people, appointed to do @ people’s will, fur- 
nished the information on which the people 
are made to pay $2 a barrel more for flour.

OF HER LAEC UTIONER.

Negro Murderers in Terrell Cousity Jail— The 
Montgomery County Tragedy—General 
News. 

Ex-Sheriff W. H. Mathews, of Webster 
county, died in Sumter county from an overdose of 
laudanum, There are many who insist that it was 
a suicide, Mathews was sberiff of Webster when 
Gusan Eberhardt was hanged. She was tue only 
white woman ever hanged in Georgia. In 1871, Miss 
Eberhardt, a buxom country girl, aged 15, was an 
inmate of the house of a well known farmer named 
Bpann. One morning Mis. Spann was found dead 
in bed, while her husband and the girl were miss- 
ing. The wife had been choked to death by stuffing 
a white handkerchief down her throat. The excite- 
ment which followed spread to all parts of the state. 
For six Gays the guilty pair were pursued on & dozen 
different trails, and were finally run down on the 
Alabama line. It was ocaly through the most vigor- 
ous measures that the pair were saved from 
lynching. On the trial of the case it was 
Geveloped that Miss Eberhardt slept on & 
Cot in the same room with Mr, and Mrs. Spann. At 
two o’clock in the morning Miss Eberhardt was 
awakened by Spann, and invited to aid in putttng 
Mrs. Spann out ofthe way. Miss Eberhardt stuffed 
the handkerchief down the unfortunate womans 
throat, while her husband held her down. The 
pair were convicted an‘ sentenced todeath. Gov- 
ernor Smith, who had just been elected, was at once 
besieged by people all over the state to commute 
Miss Bberhardt’s sentence to life imprisonment. 
They held that it would be a disgrace to Georgia to 
banga woman. Deputations of prominent ladies 

“qaited upon the governor, and petitions from New 
York and other places poured in. All the arguments 
against the execution of women were presented, 
Governor Smith, however, was firm, and the law 
took its course. Miss E»erbardt, with her guilty 
lover, were hanged in an open field near Preston. 
While the execution was in progress Governor Smith 
received, it is stated, forty-five telegrams begzing 
him to commute the woman’s sentence. Sheriff 
Mathews. who westhena hale and hearty man, 
@readecd the task before him, and though he hhda 
strong sense of duty, yet he could never recover 
from the s10ck of having tohang a woman. The 
circumstances of his death, while claimed by some 
to be accidental, arc looked upon by the supersti- 
tious as confirming the theory of suicide,

Youman left Macon a 
few weeks ago and the detectives located him 
on a farm near Findlay’s on the Georgia 
Southern railroad where they went last night 
and arrested him about nine o’clock, returning 
to Macon this morning. Youman made a clear 
breast of the entire matter, not implicating 
himself, however. Lingo was accordingly ar- 
rested as stated above. Youman will be used 
as a Witness against Lingo. Detectives Shack- 
elford and Wilson have certainly done a good 
piece of work.

cents, but with the earnest advice that they do 
not buy at that time, as it was sure to come 
lower, They were at that moment on the 
very eve of the infamous ‘‘trust,’’ and Swere 
delaying all orders as much as possible for the 
purpose of fleecing their customers, just as 
they have done.

Orleans cetton baling, the Carolina pine-straw 
wrapping, and, in fact, a number of other sub- 
stitutes, are not infinitely superior to jute in 
every sense of the word, then we are no judge 
of such matters. You are wrong, boodlers. 
There are plenty of superior substitutes, and 
the bagging trust and jute bagging must go. 

In conclusion they promise a still further 
advance in prices. Let her go, Gallagher!— 
sky high if you wantto. The price amounts 
to nothing. Another season your trust-laden 
jute will be unknown in the cotton belt. Yes, 
run it up just as high as you please—the higher 
the better.

“THE WEEK'S TRADE. 7 


How Speculators Advanced Prices of Bread- 
stuffis—The Basiness Failures. 

New York, October 12.—R. G. Dan & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week said: 

The pest week has shown the mischievous iofiu- 
ences of speeulation, and the artificial nature of 
current prices. Wheat rose about § cents pet 
bushel, broke ll cents in two daysand again rose 
rapidly, closing 1% cenis higherthana week ago. 
Corn advanced a fraction, but receded. Oats have 
risen a quarter and coffee about three quarters 
of a cent, but lard has fallen nearly 
one cent, and the fictitious prices in 
cotton have yielded with quotations 44 cent lower. 
Oil has fullen lgcents, and the sudden advance in 
hides having resulted in duliness. Prices have 
vielded 43 cent. The fluctuations in the main, 
without any reason in conditions of demand and 
suppiy, have a tendency to retard all legitimate 
business. But bling swells the volume of trans- 
actions sothat the cleanings at cities outside of 
New York, show an increase of 16 per cent over last 
year with gains of 59% per cent at Chicago and } 
per cent at 8, ne Pe —

a where stocks have been 
fluctuating wildly. Fiour has advanced from 1.15 for 
shipping grades to 2.40 per barrel for patents, or 30 
to 43 per cent, and such an advance is likely to 
cause a great decrease in consumption.

rts. Only 276,48 bushels went out last week. 

feanwhile the corn crop is estimated at 2,11°,000,000 
bushels, and the cheapness of corn tends to lessen 
the home demand for wheat. 

Later advices as to cotton are on olen: and 
in Louisiana, Mississippi and the castern Gulf states 
the yield wil. fall below last year’s, but the market 
declines because the previous price was fictitious 
At current figures, there is scarcely 
any margin for profit in exports. .Interior 
reports show that business continues satisfactorily 
active excepting where waftic is still interrupted by 
quarantines at the south. 

Early frosts which cotton growers dread is anx- 
iously awaitec by the business men, who long for an 
abatement of fever and alarm, and the return of nor- 
mal activity in distribution and collections. At 
Nashville and New Orleans, money is somewhat 
lighter and at Baltimore southern collections are re- 
ported very unsatisfactory as yet, in part because of 
the lateness of te ct m crop and the delay in mar- 
keting it, On the other .und, bigher prices for grain 
piompt greater activity in the northwest, and 
nearly every report from that quarter indicates a 
better trade, increasing demand for money, with 
supplies generally adequate and collections 
fairly satisfactory or improving. 

The capacity of the iron furnaces in blast Octoter 
Ist was 119,189 tons weekly, of anthracite and coke 
iron only, aguinet 114,623 tons September Ist, and 

28,563 tons a yearago. The changes in charcoal 
iron are probably not large. But while the markets 
are firmer and $18.50 is quoted at Philadelphia, the 
La company continues to sell No. 1 antbracite 
at $18. 

B.r iron is firm at the recent advance and the 
fact that only $5 per ton is asked in exchange of 
new steel for old iron rails has held small sales, of~ 
which 12,900 tous are reported for eastern mills, The 
market for rails is disappointing, 

The boot and shoe buyers are slow. The west re- 
ports that an advance in prices which cannot be 
made, and with leather at about the prices last 
year it is reasoned that manufacturers can afford to 
meet the market. 

In dry goods there is general complaint of dull- 
nem and many look for no change until atter the 
election. 

Merchandise imports last week were 11 percent 
smaller than last year’s, and exports from New 
York also show a shrinkage of 6 pez: cent. Railroad 
earnings continue large, but wep prospects do not 
favor coufidence in the continuance of trafiic 
through the winter on last year’s scale. Unless 
prices of exportable products yield, the export 
movement for some months iv come may fall much 
below expectations.

If there was any 
good that could come of it, or any real ne- 
cessity to continue the session, it would be 
@ different matter; but there is no earthly 
excuse for congress to hold on inthe man- 
merinwhichit is now doing, with the 
majority of its members away, and those 
thatare there doing nothing but killing 
time. 

Give us a rest, gentlemen, and come 
back to the bosom of your dear constituents, 
for if you continue this foolishness much 
longer, the people will not be inclined to 
give you such another opportunity.

The Negro Vote Again. 

Alluding to the fact that at the recent 
election in Georgia the democrats had little 
or no opposition, the republican organs de- 
clare that it isthe result of bulldozing and 
oppression. 

They say that the failure of the repub- 
licans to nominate candidates and support 
them is another evidence that tho negroes 
are not permitted to exercise the privilege 
of voting; and they draw forth the bloody 
shirt and proceed to wave it most vigorously. 

But to what purpose? Governor Bullock, 
who wasa republican in Georgia when it 
was dangerous to be one, owing to the atti- 
tude of Thad Stevens and his radical coad- 
jutors, has time and again announced 
through the columns of some of the most 
prominent papers in the country that the 
apathy of the southern negroes is due to 
the fact that they have lost confidence in 
some of the men who used to lead them, 
and to the further fact that democratic 
home rule has been favorable to their ad- 
vyancement and development. 

- He has also explained, with some degree 
of pungency, that no party, not even the 
sepublican party of the south, can exist 


where there is not even the semblance of 
party organization. The negroes suppress 
their own votes and do so deliberately. 

The great mass of them no longer take 
any serious interest in politics. While the 
privilege of suffrage was new they were 
charmed with it, and they flocked to the 
polls in great numbers, but the novelty of 
the affair has worn off. They have failed 
to receive the promised donation of forty 
acres and a mule, and they have therefore 
lost all interest in the voting business. 

This is the result, not of bulldozing and 
oppression, but of republican mismanage- 
ment, and the defection in the negro vote 
may be traced directly to the white repub- 
lican leaders themselves, who have wilfully 
deceived and misled the colored voters. 

The organs may how] and rage, but their 
antics will not affect the situation, The 
negroes may be republicans and they may 
be willing to vote the republican ticket, 
but experience has taught them that they 
make greater advancement and accumulate 
more property under democratic rule.

Tempting the Fire Fiend. 

It is a great thing to have a first-class fire 
department. 

But when a city is thus equipped it does 
not follow that ordinary precautions against 
fire should be neglected. 

In all large southern cities the safe stor- 
age of cotton is an important matter to be 
considered in guarding against fire risks. 
Sometimes warehousemen are very careless. 
On one of our leading business streets a 
large quantity of cotton is stored in a brick 
building. Onan upper floor the loose cot- 
ton is piled up against the windows where 
the broken glass allows the wind free en- 
trance. In the neighborhood there are 
large manufacturing establishments whose 
chimneys may at any moment convey sparks 
to the cotton and ignite it, setting the whole 
building in a blaze in the twinkling of an 
eye. Possibly the wind will never carry a 
spark into this mass of loose cotton, but it 
is an unnecessary risk, all the same, and 
there ig no use in running it. 

We have a solidly built city, and our 
facilities for putting out a fire are all that 
could be desired. But we should draw the 
line somewhere, and it should be drawn 
when it comes to tempting the fire fiend.

A Wise Despot. 

The action of the sultan of Turkey in pro 
hibiting the publication of morning news- 
papers was & wise stroke of statesmanship 
from his standpoint. He did not prohibit 
the evening newspapers—he doubtless 
thought that they did not count, that they 
had but little circulation and influence. 

The wily Turk knew that one great morn- 
ing newspaper in Constantinople was more 
to be dreaded than a hostile army. It would 
naturally drift along with the current of ad- 
vanced thought, and would oppose his des- 
potic methods. It would do more than any 
other one agency to civilize Turkey, and 
with civilization despotism would have to 
go. 

Despots have always hated a great news- 
paper. A royal governor of Virginia once 
thanked God that there was no newspaper 
in his commonwealth. Napoleon denounced 
journalists as meddlers and grumblers, “the 
regents of nations, the tutors of sovereigns.” 

No doubt the sultan will be able to regu- 
late and control the evening newspapers in 
his dominions. But even the fear of his 
executioner’s bow-string will not keep the 
enterprising correspondents of the great 
morning newspapers of the world from in- 
vading his cipital city and exposing his dark 
secrets. It is useless for him to attempt to 
bar out the morning newspaper—it is every- 
where; it will get the news at any cost, and 
print it regardless of the consequences. 

Willthe Ottoman empire down the morn- 
ing newspaper, or will the morning news- 
paper down the Ottoman empire? There 
can be but one answer to the question.

country ever took such a liberty as the Uni- 
ted States is taking with Canada without 
having first resolved upon war with the in- 


sulted nation. The Empire reminds us 
that the Canadians number five million 
people, and although they have submitted 
in the past to the offensive methods of this 
country, the time has come when Canada’s 
dignity and honor call fom a more vigorous 
policy. 

The meaning of all this seems to be that 
Canada is fighting mad because we love her 
so well that we are willing to take her into 
the sisterhood of states and pay her debts. 
A war cannot very well grow out of such a 
matter, but it is possible that our neighbors 
will use the fisheries question as a pretext 
for opening hostilities. 

Of course such a war would mean a fight 
with England. At first it would go hard 
with us, Inthe war of 1812 the British 
swarmed over the Canadian border and 
held Michigan a whole year. We met with 
many disasters, and when peace was finally 
secured we had gained nothing. 

The situation now is far different. While 
we are in no condition for either ah offen 
sive or defensive war, it would not take 
more than a year to get everything ready 
for successful operations on land and sea. 
At the end of thetrouble it is not. likely 
that we would be satisfied with the running 
of a new boundary line or a few resolutions: 
on paper. Canada would be ours by con- 
quest, and our people would be in no mood 
to let the enemy go on easy terms. 

The Canadians will find it to their inter- 
est to keep ina good humor with us. A 
friendly proposition to cultivate closer rela- 
tions with them does not justify letting slip 
the dogs of war.

| «GROWING GEORGIA. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF COMPTROLLER- 
GENERAL WILLIAM A. WRIGHT. 


The Strongest and Most Brilliant Showing 
for the Grand Old State Which Has Been 
Made Since the War. 


The annual report of Comptroller-General 
William A. Wright is now in the hands of the 
printer. 

It is a most excellent paper, and makes the 
strongest and most brilliant showing for Geor- 
gia which has come to light since the war. 

The phenomenal development of the state is 
clearly set forth. 

Under the head of ‘“‘Reduction of Tax Levy”’ 
he says that with the large annual increase 
in the value of property and 
the completion of the new capitol which has 
required $200,000 per annum for five years, 
he is gratified to state that after next year the 
already low rate of taxation for state purposes 
may be greatly reduced, and still all the ex- 
penses of the government be met. 

He says that railroad taxes should be paid 
to the state treasurer at the time of making 
the returns, or within sixty days thereafter, 
in order that this large item of the state’s 
revenue may be included in the report to the 
legislature. Many of the roads delay payment 
until October Ist, the last day, too late 
to be included in the receipts for the report 
year, which closes September 30th. 

Itinerant photograph artists should be spe- 
cifically taxed in each county in which they 
engage in business, just as traveling vendors 
of patent medicines. 

The state, he says, with its returning pros- 
perity, should do yet more for her brave, noble 
but unfortunate maimed and aged soldiers 
who have suffered in poverty and silence for 
twenty-three years. The pittance allowed 
them has been agreat help, but should be 
increased to at least one hundred dollars 
annually. Toshow how rapidly these men 
are dying he submits this statement of 
the amounts drawn by them since the passage 
of the first act in 1878:

He compliments the tax receivers upon their 
faithfulness and vigilance, as shown by the 
large increase in the tax returns of the coun- 
ties.

Every account against these officers has been 
settled in full this year without the issuing of 
a single execution—something that has not 
occurred since he came into oflice. 

The following extracts from the report will 
be read with interest:

Since the date of my last annual report, October 
1, 1887, the treasurer has certified to this office, and 
I have receipted for moneys amounting to $1,900,- 
69221, which has been charged to him on the books 
in this department, in conformity to law. 

Executive and other warrants drawn on the 
treasurer, amounting to $2,019,103.07, have been 
audited and approved by me and paid by him for 
the same period, and his account in this office cred-

STATE SCHOOL FUND.

Vatican. 

Rome, October 12.—The Opinione says it 
does not regret the visit of Emperor William 
to the vatican, as it will prove the sincerity 
with which it has adhered to the promises of 
Victor Emanual, that the pope should receive 
nome Humbert’s guests with a sovereign

warm greeting to the emperor on behalf of the 


ly this morning Emperor William, aoc- 
companied by General Driquett, commander 
of the Eighth Italian army corps, visited Camp 
Centoirell, where a military review will be 
held tomorrow. He retarned to quirinal, 
where he received King Humbert. 

The emperor took luncheon with Herr yon 
Schloezer, Prussian representative to the 
vatican, after which he proceeded to the vati- 
can to visit the pope. e wore the uniform of 
the life guards, and was attended by Count 
Herbert Bismarck. Enormous crowds lined 
the streets leading to the vatican, and were 
very enthusiastic in their manifestations in 
honor of the emperor. The proposed displays 
in the vatican district were abandoned. 

The empor’s reception both inside and outside 
the vaticer, was conducted with the fullest 
state ceremonies. Prince Raspoli received the 
emperor, and conducted him to the pope’s 
chambers. Two companies of salen. 
tine guards wero stationed at the 
entrance of the hall. The pope, surrounded 
by his court, received the emperor, who bent 
his knee to the pope, whereupon the pope in- 
vited the emperor to a seat beside the throne. 
The suits having been presented, his holiness 
arose and led the way to the sallagialla, where 
he had a private interview lasting three min- 
utes with the emperor. On =i return- 
in the procession was formed 
and the museums were visited. The Emperor 
William walked beside Cardinal Rampolla. 
Next came Prince Henry and Cardinal Sin- 
istri. The Palatine Guard and the dignitaries 
of the pontifical court followed. After leay- 
ing the museums, the party iuspected St. 
— then the visitors returned to the quir- 
inal. . 

Shortly after the visit to the vatican Empe- 
ror William sent a message requesting Sig. 
Crispi to come to the quirinal for an important 
interview. At the conclusion of the interview, 
the emperor, with his own hand,decorated Sig. 
Crispi with the a? cordon of the order of 
the Black Eagle, saying, ‘‘Nobody has de- 
served it more than you.”’ At he state banquet 
at the quirinal [this evening, there were one 
hundred and sixty guests. Emperor William 
sat between eae umbert and Queen Mar. 
garet. Prince Henry sation the queen’s right. 
King Humbert, in a toast, said: “It is with 
deep pleasure and fervent titude that I 
here salute, in the royal residence in the capi- 
tol of Italy, Emperor King William II of 
Germany.’ 

A dispatch tothe London Chronicle from 
Rome says: ‘The interview between the pope 
and Emperor William was acordialone. The 
emperor assured the pope that he would adhere 
to a conservative policy in political, social and 
religious affairs. The pope replied that in se- 
curity and grandeur Germany would gain 
much, if the liberty of the Catholic church 
and the independence of the papacy in Ger- 
many were more effectually guaranteed. He 
said, also, that it was necessary, in the inter- 
ests of European civilities of the Roman gov- 
ernment should be settled satisfactorily. The 
pope was pleased with the Emperor William’s 
remarks. a

A New Association. 


The Texas Traflic association will disband

Uniform Cotton Rates. 


The local representatives of the Queen and 
Crescent system, the Central raflroad of Georgia, 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham, theo 
Georgia Pacific and the Louisville and Nashville, 
bave arranged to meet daily in Birmingham for the 
purpose of comparing and axsreeing upon cotton 
rates. These rates will be usedin the billing of 
cotton destined for foreign ports, 

The Cartersville and Gainesyille. 

An elegantly printed prospectus has just been is- 
sued, giving a great deal of interesting intormation 
regarding the projected Cartersville and Gainesville 
Air-Line railroad. The directors of this road are 
Messrs. W. H. Howard. M. A. Hardin, W. J. Hey 
ward, Geo. H. Warring, L. 8. Mumford, W. C. Ba- 
ker, John J. Calhoun, and the general officers 
are at Cartersville,Ga. Bonds to the amount of 
$20,000 and stock to the amount of $10,000 per mile 
have been issued. 

The line, commencing at the mn of the 
Western and Atlantic, with the East and West Rail 
road of Alabama, forms a good connection with 
these roads for business. The extension of the Rome 
and Decatur railroad from Rome. to Cartersville 
gives a similar connection with that road, which is 
now finished from Rome to Attalla, and projected 
thence to Decatur,Ala. At Rome,a connection is ob- 
tained with the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
road, just ffnished; all of these roads west of Carters-. 
Ville penetrate a region teeming with coal, iron, 
manoanese, limestone and timber, and will furnish 
the country east of Cartersville with the iuel they 
now so much need. From Cartersville, the line 
runs for the firsi twenty miles directly through the 
great iron and manganese districts of north Georgia. 
A large business woulc at once be opened up for the 
transportation of these o as soon as the 
road reaches them. assing through 
Beasley's Gap, Pine Mountains, 
the coat enters the great marble region and tra- 
verses it for a distance of twenty miles, crossing 
the Marieita and North Georgia railr ad at Ball 
Ground. Just beyond Ball Gr..und the line enters 
the valley of Long Swamp creek, and three miles 
above are located probably the most extensive mar- 
ble quarries in the country, operated by the Georg‘a 

Marble company. Al easy ‘connection can be made 
with these works, which will give them their short- 
est line to both eastern and western markets. This

The local representatives of the Queen and 
Crescent system, the Central railroad of Georgia, 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham, the 
Georgia Pacific and the Louisville anid Nashville, 
have arranged to meet daily in Birmingham forthe 
purpose ofcomparing and axreeing upon cotton 
rates These rates willbe usedin the billing of 
cotton destined for forcign ports. 

The Cartersville and Gainesyille. 

An elegantly printed prospectus has just been is- 
sued, giving a great deal ofinteresting intormation 
rezarding the projected Cartersville and Gainesville 
Air-Line railroad. The directors of this road are 
Messrs. W. H. Howard. M. A. Hardin, W. J. Hey 
ward, Geo. H. Warring, L. 8, Mumford, W. C. Ba- 
ker, John J. Calhoun, amd the general officers 
are at Cartersville,Ga. Bonds to the’ amount of 
$20,000 and stock to the amount of $10,000 per mile 
have beeu issued. 

The line, commencing at the junction of the 
Western and Atlantic, with the East and West Rail 
road of Alabama, forms a/good connection with 
these roads for business. The extension of the Rome 
and Decatur raiiroad from Rome. to Cartersville 
gives a similar connection with that road, which is 
now finished from Rome to Attalla, and projected 
thence to Decatur,Ala. At Rome,a connection is ob- 
tained with the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
road, just ffnished; all of these roads west of Carters- 
ville penetrate a region teeming with coal, iron, 
manoanese, limestone and timber, and will furnish 
the country east of Cartersville with the iuel they 
now somuch need.

Oecasionally they be- 
came eptung: thespikes would not hold, and the 
end of the rail with ite sharp point, rose high 
enough forthe wheel to run under it, rip it loose 
and send the peinted end through the floor of the 
Car. This was called a “snake's head,” and the un-

@galnst the roof. Sothat the traveler of that day, 
in addition to his other miseries, was in momentary 
@pprehension of being spitted like a Christian
